7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Carroll teach a secure server in a secure distributed information system using vault 
where the supervisor supervises the process between the user and personal vault 
through the network by mapping the user id. 

Curry disclose electronic module in a secure transaction environment where 
process of secure exchange such as money between a user and a provider takes 
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place by issuing a random number and enclosing it with the request thread and 
using public and private key for authentication and verification of certificate issued. 
Caronni disclose communication between two parties where such communication is 
upgraded from insecure to a secure communication using an access control list in 
each party that support encryption according to request received. 
However Carroll, Curry and Caronni's system and method singly or in combination 
would not have made obvious the Applicant's invention in a distributed network 
wherein a controller supervisor invokes a service function in a separate service 
thread after successful server connection, enabling user request mapping; and 
invoking an initialization for lunching at least one persistent thread that facilitates 
communication between at least one service thread and a corresponding process as 
recited in independent claims 1, 11 and 21. 

8. Dependent claims 2-10 and 12-20 are allowable as being dependent upon 

Independent claim 1 and 1 1 and having additional allowable features therein.
